THE SESSION 1906-1907. 


TO THE KING’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 


May it please Your Majesty, 

+1 ^ ka ve, with my very humble duty, to submit a Report on 

the condition of Queen’s College, Cork, for the session 1906-7. 

The number of students attending the College during this 
session was 261 as against 246 during the session 1905-6. It 
is more than twenty years since the College had so many 
students in attendance as during the past session. Of the 261 
students, 255 were matriculated and 6 non-matrieulated. The 
number of new students was 77. Of these 65 came from the 
■Koyal University, 7 from other Colleges and Universities, and 
0 were not matriculated. 

In addition to these students attending during the session 
J? er ® n ere a num ^ er persons who attended the lectures on 
de Growth of English Song,” which were delivered in the 
college Hall by Mr. Lacy, Lecturer on Music in the College, 
the attendants upon these lectures have not been included in 
the numbers of regular students given above. 

I have the honour to report that the work done in College 
during the session has been of a satisfactory character, and the 
ist of distinctions gained at the Royal University Examina- 
tions will be found in the Appendix. I wish to draw special 
attention to the distinctions gained by Mr. Shorten at his B.A. 
examination and by Mr. Pearson at the Einal Medical ex- 
amination , the latter student obtaining the first place in Ire- 
land at this examination.

In my report of last year I called attention to the, fact that 
Phmber of past students of this College occupied distin- 
siushed positions in the public services. I have been much

interested in the statistics of the Royal Army Medical Corps 
which have recently been made public. Prom these it appears 
that no less than fifty officers of that corps have been students 
of this College. This is a larger number than has come from 
any other Irish school except Trinity College, Dublin, and is 
only exceeded by that institution, by the University of Edin- 
burgh, and by two of the London schools. This College comes 
fifth on the list amongst all the Medical Schools of the three 
Kingdoms in regard to number ■' of officers in the corps in 
question.

' When the arduous labours of members of the Staff, for the 
most part wholly unassisted by Demonstrators, are taken into 
consideration, I venture to claim that this is a very substantial 
output of work, and I call special attention to the substantial 
additions to historical and scientific literature which have been 
made by Professors Butler and Hartog. 

Tour Majesty was pleased during the last autumn to appoint 
by Tour Boyal Letters, Mr. C. W. O’D. L. Alexander to the 
Chair of Civil Engineering. Professor Alexander has been 
conducting the work of his Department with the greatest veal 
and vigour and has re-modelled the syllabus of work. He has 
also issued a special pamphlet descriptive of the work of his 
department. 

The Engineering Drawing Boom has been refitted with 
Hall’s adjustable drawing desks in place of the antiquated 
tables which were formerly in use. It has also been provided 
with one of Hall’s patent Electric Copiers, so that students 
may be made familiar with the most recent and advanced 
methods of office practice. A number of models and examples 
of materials have been got together as the nucleus of an Engi- 
neering Museum. New instruments for demonstrating and 
measuring the strains in beams and arches and new surveying 
and drawing instruments have also been provided in this 
department.- 

Mr. Osborne Bergin has, to my great regret, been obliged 
to sever his connection with us on taking up his appointment 
in Dublin. His post has been filled by the appointment of his 
former deputy, Mr. Eamon O’Donohoe. I regret to say, how- 
ever, that,' in spite of the fact that every inducement has been 
offered to students of Irish, there have been none in the 
College during this year. 

Professor Charles, who has held the combined Chair of 
Anatomy and Physiology for thirty-two years has placed his 
resignation in the hands of the Lord Lieutenant. Professor 
Charles has held the most arduous teaching position in the 
College and has conducted the work of his two departments 
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I am also glad to report that, as the result of negotiations, 
the success of which is due to the labours of Professor Cum- 
mins, the Rugby Football Club, which I regard as one of the 
most important institutions in the College, has now a third 
share in the splendid football ground on the Mardyke, and is 
thus placed on a position of equality with the other chief clubs 
of Cork. This Club has had a very successful year, and I 
may point with some pride to the fact that two of the members 
of the first fifteen have this year figured as International 
players on behalf of their country. Whilst on topics of this 
kind I may say that the gift of a handsome silver challenge cup 
by Lieutenant-Colonel M. J. Sexton for Chess has created a 
great interest in that game. There has been a brisk competi- 
tion amongst members- of the College Club for the Sexton 
Cup , and teams representing the College .have engaged with 
others in different parts of the city for the Copeman Challenge 
Cup. 

Turning to the Departments proper : — 

The Geological Specimens exposed in the cases have all been 
re-mounted and re-labelled, and the Mineralogical specimens 
are now undergoing similar treatment. It has not yet been 
found possible to touch the Zoological Museum. A number of 
new specimens have been placed in the Ethnological Museum, 
which is now sorely cramped for room. 

The Anatomical Museum is now complete, so far as such a 
Museum can ever be said to be complete, and the Pathological 
Collection, which has been largely added to, has been pro- 
vided with a printed catalogue and all the specimens have been 
plainly re-labelled. 

The room formerly used as a Materia Medi-ca Museum has 
been fitted up as a Pathological Laboratory. Every student 
has his own place and is supplied with -gas, water, and electric 
light, as also with a locker for apparatus. The room will seat 
thirty -six students, and is admirably lit and adapted for its 
purposes. It has proved a great improvement on the former 
laboratory. A private work-room for the lecturer has been 
provided close by the new laboratory. . , 

An Operative Surgery Theatre has been erected, and in its 
design imitates the most modern type of operating theatre in 
a hospital. . , 

This much-needed addition will be greatly appreciated by all 
who have to take part in the work of this important subject. 

The new apparatus supplied for the heating of the Medical 
School has worked with success- and proved itself a great 
benefit during what has been, for the South of Ireland, an 
unusually cold .winter. , _ 

The former Pathological Laboratory is being converted into 
a Laboratory of Practical and Chemical Physiology during the 
summer vacation, and during the same time an important ana 
much-needed addition will be made to the biological l5^ ora ' 
tory, and roof -lights will be placed in the Engineering Draw- 
ing-Room. 
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A proper room lor the increasing number of lady students 
was a great desideratum in the College. The former room was 
far too small ; it was entered from the Library, and, though 
our students are no more talkative than others of their sex, 
their presence near a reading-room was sometimes obvious. 
Consequently we converted the former students’ refreshment 
room into a ladies’ room and added some comfortable furniture. 
I am glad to say that this arrangement has worked well. The 
room is much more comfortable than the former one ; arrange- 
ments have been made by which the ladies can get proper 
meals supplied to them from the Students’ Club, and the 
former ladies’ room has now been furnished with shelves, and 
will to some extent relieve the great pressure on the Library. 

Whilst speaking of the Library I may add that Lieut. -Col. 
M. J. Sexton, a former student and an old and valued friend 
of the College, who, in addition to the Challenge Cup of 
which I have spoken, has given many valuable objects to the 
Ethnological Museum, has this year founded what will be 
called “ The Sexton Anglo-Oriental Library.” He has sup- 
plied the necessary bookcases, and has contributed several 
hundred books and manuscripts relating to Oriental matters. 
Lieut. -Col. Sexton is aware of the very large number of 
students of the College who spend a great part of their after 
lives in some of the Eastern portions of Your Majesty’s pos- 
sessions, and he is anxious that a school of Oriental languages 
should gradually grow up in this College, and hopes that his 
library may be a nucleus of something of the kind. I venture 
to express the hope that other past students of the College 
may assist in this and other ways, and should like to see 
Lieut. -Col. Sexton’s generosity to his old College widely 
imitated . 

In former reports I have ventured to urge upon Your 
Majesty the great importance of certain additions to the Col- 
lege. Some of these have been in a measure carried out. 
Others remain untouched. The most urgent need exists, as 
I have already pointed out, for proper accommodation for the 
teaching of chemistry and physics, and especially of the for- 
mer subject. I have asked Professor Dixon, whose private 
and public work are greatly hampered by the department in 
which he has to carry it on, to be good enough to make me a 
report on the most obvious shortcomings of his department ; 
and I now append this report, with this single prefatory com- 
ment upon it, that a chemical department is a matter of vital 
importance, not merely to pure students of the subject, but 
also to students of medicine and of engineering. 

(i.) “ There is no preparation room for systematic lec- 
tures, which are now, of necessity, demonstrational in cha- 
racter; all preparations, therefore, have to be made on the 
lecture-table itself, and the table has next to be cleared 
of all material non-essential for the demonstration. When 
the lecture is finished, the apparatus must now be carried 
through a succession of four rooms, to be cleaned in the 
only available spot, namely, the students’ working labora- 
tory. No room being provided for the storage of apparatus, 
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this has to be dispersed in various places throughout the 
whole department — some in a so-called ‘ private ’ room 
(which serves half-a-dozen distinct purposes) — some in the 
students’ laboratory, some in a damp cellar below the ordi- 
nary ground level. The same applies to chemicals, which 
cannot be kept in an orderly manner, since there is no 
room available for the purpose. 

(ii.) “ The want of any central design in the construction 
of the department is equally plain in the students’ working 
laboratory.. This room contains but thirty ill-equipped 
benches ; whilst, according to the Annual Report, the total 
number of students attending practical work in 1903-04, 
04-05, and 05-06, was 55, 46, and 60, respectively; these 
classes, therefore, have always to be split into two sections, 
and, on occasion, to be still further sub-divided. The light- 
ing of this laboratory is insufficient and one-sided, and 
during the Winter Session it is often necessary to use 
artificial illumination in the darker parts of the room ; in 
such circumstances, the application of colour-tests is very 
uncertain. 

‘ ‘ The benches and bottle-racks exhibit almost every defect 
of construction .and placing, of which such fitments would 
appear to be susceptible ; for instance, the basins and their 
taps are situated directly underneath the slab of the bench 
— a place so inaccessible and so difficult to see that undue 
breakage and splashing cannot be avoided. 

“Bach pair of opposite compartments being unprotected by 
any solid partition (an arrangement presumably devised for 
the purpose of making one set of bottles serve for two 
students— which is not a proper economy), corrosive^ or 
boiling liquids are sometimes projected by accident against 
the persons in the opposite row ; the chance spurting of 
sulphuric acid into another student’s eyes is an accident 
which might easily occur at any time, and which no amount 
of verbal cautioning, and no amount of watchfulness by 
professor or demonstrator can preclude. Through these 
open partitions ,' bottles are often pushed, so that they fall 
on to the opposite bench, and there break. Sooner or latei , 
I fear , there will be some serious accident ; twice already , 
this session, I have received on my own head, boiling liquid 
flying from a test-tube. At examinations, the difficulty ot 
preventing collusion through these open spaces is obvious. 
No student can be held responsible for the property at his 
bench, since he cannot be placed in sole charge of it ; often, 
two. and sometimes three, students have to be put on to a 
single compartment. 

“ These benches, spread round the walls of the room so 
closely that it is difficult to pass the students at work, leave 
unoccupied the valuable space in the centre of the labora- 
tory — unoccupied, that is, save by a large stack of hot-water 
pipes, which serve, however, as a warm and comfortable 
seat for the members of the inside row. 
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“ There is no demonstrator’s table, nor any space for one, 
as things stand ; demonstrations have to be conducted in the 
systematic lecture-room, the laboratory appliances having 
to be carried into the lecture-room for this purpose, and 
then back to the laboratory. 

“The working compartments being devoid of flues, no 
operations with sulphuretted hydrogen gas can be con- 
ducted. These operations' are absolutely essential in 
dealing with eight out of the twenty-five metals, for which 
all honour-candidates are held responsible. At >my request, 
the Board of Works constructed a fume-chamber, at which 
some three, or possibly four, students may work simul- 
taneously ; but if at an examination two or more students 
have to undertake the identification of metals in a mixture 
(which entails the use of this gas), they cannot, of course, 
fairly be allowed to work together at this chamber. 

Owing to the want of adequate ventilating appliances, 
the atmosphere of the laboratory, during working hours, is 
acrid and very offensive; and, judging from the headache 
which is apt to follow demonstrating for an hour or two, 
this atmosphere is far from sanitary. I speak not merely 
for myself; every demonstrator whom I have had has com- 
plained of the same thing 

(Hi.) “ The systematic lecture-room is not suitable to the 
purpose it is made to serve. It is imperfectly lighted (hav- 
ing no head-light, and windows at one side only), and being 
low, it is ill-ventilated and ‘stuffy’ when occupied; the 
seats— which are uncomfortable and tiring, through the ab- 
sence of back-supports— are so arranged that students sil- 
ting a few rows away from the front, cannot see the lecture- 
table. 

(te.) “No provision whatever exists for the pursuit of quan- 
titative work, such, for example, as is necessary for students 
proceeding to the Honours B.A. degree. No advanced labo- 
ratory _ practice, in fact, of any kind, can be conducted in 
Mueen s College, Cork, save under exceptional disabilities 
there being no place available, except the one set of quali- 
tative benches, which constitutes the entire practical teach- 
ing outfit of the department— and for quantitative work 
they are totally unsuitable. In any case, there is no 
weighing-room, nor any place which can be utilised for 
one ; what balances there are have to be kept in the general 
laboratory, where, under the attack of the fumes, they soon 
cease to be instruments of precision. 

(b.) “ Whatever suitability of construction and design the 
chemical department may have possessed originally (if 
indeed, it was ever designed for a chemical department)’ 
exists no longer; modern work and teaching in chemistry 
nave become specialised, and to conduct that branch of 
raining, as it is done elsewhere, certain appliances are 
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requisite. These appliances, which include a building, con- 
structed with a definite view to the work which is to be 
done, and to the staff available to do it, we have not. at our 
disposal in this College ; nor do I see how the existing de- 
partment could be altered, with very material advantage. 
In my opinion, which I offer with great respect, any con- 
siderable expenditure on the present department would be 
unwise ; for the time must come very soon, when even the 
most mediocre of chemistry departments in a technical 
school will surpass in effectiveness of design and equipment 
(outside apparatus, of course), anything that can be. made 
out of four rooms in a series ; with half -lighting , and. limited 
by an architectural plan which is inconsistent with that 
readiness of access to the necessarily differentiated parts, 
especially to be desired when the staff is small. 

(®i.) “From the time that I became associated with this 
College, I have kept steadily in view the object of improv- 
ing the experimental demonstration at the systematic, or 
‘theoretical,’ course; and to this end, I have spared 
neither time, trouble, nor (so far as this could be done 
without Starving other classes) expense; I wish, in short, 
to secure that the experimental illustration of these lectures 
shall be as first-class as our means permit; and now,.!' 
venture to believe, they are not, in this respect, discredit- 
able to a provincial college. Whether it is worth doing or 
no is a matter of opinion ; but there can be no difference of 
opinion that it is costly ; and the chemical department, 
whose allocation has lately been reduced, must now cut 
down the expenditure in this direction, unless there be some 
financial- assistance. TS50 has been granted from lapsed 
balances since 1891, buit at that time there was scarcely 
any apparatus in the department, nor could it be used if 
there was — for the lecture-table was devoid of draughts, 
and had neither gas nor water laid on, except for a washing- 
basin and a gas-tap at one end of the table. Happily, the 
Board of Works has altered that; but the department is 
very badly off. Last year 113 students passed through it, 
on an expenditure of £55 4s. Sd . , or about 9s. 9cJ. per head , 
when from this is deducted the cost of breakages, chemicals 
used (including alkaloids for practical classes), carriage of 
goods, and incidental expenses, the remainder, which goes 
to provide apparatus of various sorts, is plainly very little— 
any student doing advanced work costs in chemicals and 
apparatus far more than the sum named.” 

I wholly endorse Professor Dixon’s report, and venture 
once more to urge that some steps should be taken to provide 
adequate accommodation for the teaching of this important 
subject, and that, whilst this is being done, steps should also 
be taken to place the laboratory of physics in a proper condi- 
tion. When I took up the duties of the post to which lour 
Majesty did me the honour to appoint me — some, two and a 
half years ago — I found that the accommodation for the 
teaching of physics was the same as it had been when the 
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College was founded nearly sixty years ago. In hardly any 
subject have the necessities for teaching and for practical work 
on .the part of the students grown as they have done in 
physics. We have added a small laboratory for practical work 
which is a great boon to the professor and the class, but the 
arrangements of this department are wholly inadequate, and, 
amongst other things, deprive the professor of those proper 
opportunities of pursuing original research, which ought to 
be at his disposal, and for which I know him to be anxiousi 

In the report which I had the honour to submit last year 
for Your Majesty’s gracious approval, I called attention to the 
unsatisfactory, relations which existed between the College 
and the district iwhich. it was created to serve, and I sug- 
gested certain changes which, so it appeared to me, would 
bring about the change in those relations which is so much 
to be desired in the interests of education and of the pros- 
perity of the South of Ireland. 

When 1 compiled that report, I had no idea that it would 
attract any special attention or call for any particular response 
on the part of the South of Ireland. The people of this dis- 
trict have for so many years clamoured for a College accord- 
ing to their wishes that they might be supposed to have grown 
weary of pressing a claim which, as Thackeray’s Irish Sketch- 
Book shows, has been urged for a time considerably antece- 
dent to the foundation of the present College. It was, then, 
with some surprise that I found that the issuing of my report 
led to a spontaneous and immediate response from all the 
important public bodies of the district, and that, in every case, 
those bodies endorsed the opinions which I had ventured, with 
all respect, to lay before Your Majesty. It would cover many 
pages of this report were I to give all the resolutions which 
were passed on the subject, and I shall not attempt to do so. 
But 1 think it right to record here the resolutions of some of 
the more important bodies. I may here point out that this 
College has always been distinctively a Munster College, and 
has drawn the overwhelming majority of its students from 
that province, hence it is a matter of some importance to 
show that the County Council of Cork and the Councils of the 
three Munster cities— Cork, Waterford, and Limerick— are 
all of one mind as to the changes which are needed to convert 
Queen’s College, Cork, into an institution of unbounded use- 
fulness. and influence in the South of Ireland. Such testimony 
as I bring forward shows that the whole of Munster is united 
on the question of the College and its future. To these testi- 
monies, which I propose to place at the end of this, my 
report, I would add two other statements. As it was under- 
stood that Your Majesty’s Government was contemplating 
legislation on the question of Irish University Education, a 
great meeting to consider the bearing of this matter on the 
South of Ireland was held in the City Hall, Cork, under the 
presidency of the Lord Mayor of the City, and at the request 
of the members of the City and of the County Councils. That 
meeting was attended by delegates of all creeds, and from 
every part of Munster, and a series of resolutions was passed 
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which I also appended to this report. This meeting was 
remarkable also for the generous offer made by the senior 
member of the city, himself an old student of this College, 
Mr. William O’Brien, of the entire of his own and his wife’s 
fortune, at their death, for the foundation of a local Univer- 
sity or for the support of a truly autonomous College, which 
offer was accompanied with a further suggestion that on cer- 
tain conditions a sum of i50,000 might be immediately avail- 
able. 

There can be no doubt that this most generous offer will 
have great weight with those whose duty it is to consider the 
proposals which will be made for .the modification and im- 
provement of University Education in this country. It has 
long been recognised that the encouragement of local sym- 
pathy, especially when that sympathy finds expression in 
pecuniary gifts, is a matter of the utmost importance to insti- 
tutions like this which must always look to the locality in 
which they are placed for their main support ; it has also been 
recognised that any coldness or hesitation in the reception of 
such offers is likely to check the natural enthusiasm which 
they elicit and thus to exercise a very damaging effect upon 
the future of the institution concerned: 

The second matter which I wish to place on record is the 
finding of a Committee consisting of gentlemen representative 
of different religious persuasions and coming from various 
parts of the Province of Munster, which Committee held a 
number of meetings during the autumn of last year, and 
finally requested the Lord Mayor .to lay their views before the 
Commission then sitting, at Your Majesty’s command, to 
examine into matters relating to Trinity College and the 
University of Dublin. These resolutions I also append to 
this report together witli the names of those who signed the 
document in question. May I now venture to express the 
opinion that the evidence which I am able here to bring for- 
ward conclusively proves four points which I enunciated, in 
my last report and which I now again desire to emphasise. 
They are as follows : — 

(t .) That the relations of the College to the District which 
it is intended to serve have never been satisfactory, and still 
remain in an unsatisfactory condition. 

(it.) That until these relations are placed on a satisfactory 
footing the College cannot expect to have that number of 
students which, under normal conditions, it would un- 
doubtedly attract, and that, as a result, many bright and 
talented boys will have to go without that education to which 
they are entitled, with a consequent loss to themselves and 
to their country. 

(tit.) That such alterations in the constitution of the. Col- 
lege as would place it on a satisfactory footing might be made 
without any difficulty and without any danger to its academic 
position by alterations in the Charter and without direct 
legislation should Your Majesty deign to issue Your gracious 
Letters making such alterations in the Charter. 
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( io .) That there is a great and general desire throughout 
the whole of Munster that the College should be made avail- 
able for the people of the Province and a conviction that, if 
so made available, it would become that great and genuine 
success which it has never yet been.

RESOLUTIONS OF PUBLIC BODIES REFERRED TO IN 
REPORT 

ii.) Resolutions oe Corporation of Cork, passed on August 24th, 
1906. 

“ That we, the Lord Mayor and Council of the County Borough of 
Cork, cordially endorse the pronouncement made by Dr. Wandle, 
President of Queen’s College, Cork, in his recent report to His Majesty 
the King, that the signal failure of that institution to achieve the 
objects for which it was founded is due to the fact that its constitution 
is not in harmony with the feelings and requirements of the vast 
majority of the people of this part of Ireland. 

‘ ‘ That in our opinion this declaration by one so competent from 
experience and attainments, to form a clear and independent judgment 
on the question, casts upon the Government an imperative duty to 
grapple promptly and effectively with the causes of failure, which Dr. 
Windle has so ably and courageously indicated, and to take advantage 
of his special knowledge and capacity to bring about, in the case of 
the Cork College, a change as salutary as that which, mainly at his 
instigation, resulted in the establishment of Birmingham’s prosperous 
University. 

“ That we are convinced the conversion of the Queen’s College into 
a properly constituted and equipped University centre would tend 
in like manner to elevate the whole standard of education, develop 
the intellectual life, and promote the general prosperity of Munster, 
and, in due time, exercise a potent influence in the uplifting of the 
nation. 

“ That the warmest thanks of this Council, and of the community 
at large, are eminently due and hereby tendered to Dr. Windle for 
his timely and public-spirited pronouncement on a question ,of such 
vital and pressing importance to all.” 


(ii.) Resolution of the Cork County Council, September 6th, 1906. 

‘ ‘ That the Council of the County of Cork, in view of the present 
discussion in connection with a settlement of the University Question 
in Ireland, desires to express its sense of the great importance to the 
district of the continuance of a University College or the creation 
of a University in Cork. 

£< It desires to point out that the present Queen’s College, with all 
its many drawbacks, has been of great value to the inhabitants of the 
district, to whom it has afforded possibilities of education and ad- 
vancement which would have been otherwise unattainable. It also 
desires to express its opinion most emphatically that the creation of 
a new College in Dublin, acceptable to Catholics, however excellent 
and desirable in itself, would not afford to the inhabitants of Munste” 
the opportunities for higher education which they desire, and to which 
they are entitled : since the extra cost of living and the necess’ty 
for sending students to a great distance from their own homes would 
prevent many making use of such an institution who would be glad 
to avail themselves of one in Cork. It wishes to express its con-
